In conjunction with the Juilliard 
School of Music, Lincoln Center for 
the Performing Arts has devised a 
program of concerts and music sem¬ 
inars for New York City high school 
students. Such a program will encom- 
pa*e orchestral, choral, operatic, 
chamber music, and dance perform¬ 
ances. 

William Schuman, president of Lin¬ 
coln Center, has planned this as an 
“experience in depth.” Participants in 
the program have been drawn from 
diverse cultural backgrounds, both 
musical and non-musical. The series 
has several distinct aims: to instill 
an appreciation for good music, to 
develop more critical listening habits, 
and to expand a general knowledge 
of musical forms and history. 

To achieve these goals, the regular 
concert is preceded by a supplemental 
discussion period led by a member of 
the Juilliard faculty, usually Hugo 
Weisgall, also an eminent composer. 
The atmosphere is charged and stim¬ 
ulating. Particular attention is paid 
to the program for the evening’s con¬ 
cert which usually serves as a spring¬ 
board for discussion in other related 
areas of musicology. Particular at¬ 
tention has been paid to chamber mu¬ 
sic with string ensembles, recordings, 
or the nearest piano handy to illus¬ 
trate points and supplement the dis¬ 
cussion. These impromptu perform¬ 
ances, coupled with careful analysis 
of musical compositions, lay the 
groundwork for more fruitful enjoy¬ 
ment of the actual concert. 

During the past few months, per¬ 
forming groups heard at the evening 
concerts have included the Juilliard 
String Quartet, the Juilliard Orches¬ 
tra, and Chorus. There were various 
student soloists as well. Although 
most concerts included many stand¬ 
ard works, contemporary composers, 
particularly Webern and William 
Bergsma, have been represented also. 

The Juilliard series fills a glaring 
cultural gap among the city’s high 
school students and is a step forward 
in replacing a general apathy among 
these youngsters with a renewed in¬ 
terest in the arts. It is one of many 
such programs which offer unusual 
cultural experiences inexpensively 
and which are geared to appeal to 
teen-agers. Further information can 
be obtained by writing directly to the 
Juilliard School of Music, 120 Clare¬ 
mont, Avenue, New York City.

Original 
paintings, reproductions, paper mache 
scenes, figures in ceramic sculpture, 
and other artistic endeavors are ex¬ 
hibited. Opportunities for aspiring 
artists are posted on a bulletin board 
near the Art Office. 

Our library is constantly reorgan¬ 
izing its resources for student use. 
Recently, a pictorial display on the 
history of Venice was added to the li¬ 
brary’s list of illustrative projects. In 
a showcase, the story of silk is de¬ 
picted. Adding to the wealth of knowl¬ 
edge in its books, is the library’s fine 
collection of magazines. 

On the second floor, there are edu¬ 
cational displays in the fields of sci¬ 
ence and speech, as well as in other 
subjects. “What is Biology” is cur¬ 
rently the theme being discussed. The 
Social Studies Department portrays 
various stages of world development 
in pictures and diagrams in the third 
floor display cases. 

Many more department projects 
have been contributed to decorate our 
halls. In addition to the displays in 
the corridors, we have pictorial illus¬ 
trations in our classrooms. These ef¬ 
forts make it an education to tour 
the corridors and classrooms of our 
school. 

It is the responsibility of each 
citizen of Tilden not only to be aware 
of and take pride in the attempt to 
beautify his school, but to protect and 
preserve what has been given to him. 
We must all meet this responsibility.

Although our own Tilden basketball team is going through a season 
where bad breaks and bad luck have played a key part in their overall losing 
record, it is certainly a much better team than its slate would indicate. 

As of this writing, the Goldmen own a 1-8 league record and a 5-9 overall 
standing. Yet, without trying to alibi, the Blue Devils league standing could 
easily have been 6-3 had they reversed the scores of five close losses that 
might have easily been converted into wins. Particularly irksome and irritat¬ 
ing were the two one point defeats suffered at the hands of Jefferson and 
Erasmus. The game with Erasmus, where the Blue Devils succumbed 67-66 
after a valiant effort, was their eighth league loss. Bob Kranz, returning to 
his true form, exhibited a fantastic display of all-round basketball and fired 
in a game high total of 29 points to help the team take a commanding four 
point lead with 55 seconds to play. However, the Dutchmen went on a scor¬ 
ing spree and pulled out the contest. 

There is no doubt that the Goldmen took this defeat extremely hard. 
After the game, most of the boys on the team held towels to their faces in 
the locker room to hold back the tears. Guard Wayne Rosen turned to Coach 
Jerry Gold and sadly said, “'Sorry, coach.” There certainly was nothing to be 
sorry for. The fellows on the team gave it the best they could, but once again 
theye were edged in a heartbreaker. I must repeat emphatically—if the 
breaks had gone the Goldmen 1 s way this year, they would have been in ex¬ 
cellent position for a playoff berth rather than being mired in the second 
division of the league.

Ernie Litz, Tilden’s fine football statistician of 
a year ago, is now attending the University of Florida and majoring in phy¬ 
sical education, while Billy Goldstein, an outstanding center on the Tilden 
basketball team of 1960-61 is a starting member of the University of Bridge¬ 
port freshman “five.” 

Basketball Game Reaps Benefits 

On February 2nd, preceding the Tilden-Erasmus varsity game at the 
Erasmus gym, early-arriving fans were treated to a well-played preliminary 
game in which the Erasmus junior varsity met and defeated a squad com¬ 
posed of predominately sophomore members from the Tilden team.

Tilden’s turfmen have continued to 
fare well in their recent P.S.A.L. 
meets although only one gold medal 
was won. This occurred in the Car¬ 
dinal Hayes meet where the novice

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Blue Devils Beat Engineers 64-57; 
Lose to Erasmus, Wingate, Midwood 


In one of the most exciting high 
school basketball games of the local 
scholastic season, the Goldmen went 
down to defeat at the hands of Eras¬ 
mus by the^margin of one single point, 
67-66. The victory by the Dutchmen , 
achieved in the last fifteen seconds of 
play, provided a bitter ending for 
Coach Jerry Gold and his boys, for 
victory seemed within the team’s 
grasp before being rudely snatched 
away. 

Bob Kranz, returning to his old 
form, tallied 29 points in a brilliant 
effort, and was largely responsible for 
keeping the Goldmen /in front until 
the waning seconds. Bob was ably as¬ 
sisted by Richie Eigen, who flipped 
in 15, and Ira Wechsler, who netted 
9, and was a tower of strength on 
the boards. 

Before a sell-out crowd at the Eras¬ 
mus gym, the Dutchmen jumped out 
to a quick 6-0' lead before the Blue 
Devils were able to find the range. 
With Kranz scoring well inside, and 
Eigen in tune from the comers, the 
Goldmen crept to within 11-10 at the 
quarter. Birdie’s adept all-round play, 
both in scoring and playmaking, kept 
the Goldmen on an equal footing with 
Erasmus, and the half ended 26-all. 

As the third stanza opened, Tilden 
went on an 11-5 tear which send them 
surging in front, 37-31. As the two 
clubs moved into the final period, the 
Blue Devils were three to the good, 
43-40. 

This lead was kept intact through¬ 
out most of the fourth period, thanks 
largely to Kranz, Eigen, and Wech¬ 
sler. Birdie, particularly devastating 
from the foul line with 19 for 21, 
made it impossible for Erasmus to tie 
the game or go ahead. With 55 sec¬ 
onds to play, Ira Wechsler stuffed in 
a layup to keep Tilden on top by four, 
64-60. But a three point play by pint-

sized Charley Donovan, high Eras¬ 
mus point getter with 26, cut the lead 
to one, 64-63. Two subsequent steals 
by Erasmus near the final buzzer 
gave them four additional points to 
make it 67-64, and negated a last sec¬ 
ond jumper by Wayne Rosen which 
reduced the final deficit to a one point 
setback. 

Four days later, with their morale 
low following the heartbreaking de¬ 
feat to Erasmus, the Goldmen battled 
with the league leaders of the di¬ 
vision, tall and tough Wingate High. 
Shaking off a dogging Blue Devils 
quintet which was within only three 
points of the lead at the- half, the 
Generals proceeded to score and re¬ 
bound with power in the second half 
to roll to a 56-34 victory. 

The Generals were paced by Mel 
Lawson and Haskell Garrett who hit 
for 18 and 14 points respectively.

As the third quarter commenced, 
the Engineers opened up a slim lead 
which gradually increased to seven 
points, 44-37. However, three straight 
Tilden points chopped the gap to 44-40 
as the teams headed into the final 
stanza. 

Here, the Goldmen came on strongly. 
Down by a score of 52-51 with three 
minutes to play, they surged power¬ 
fully to take a commanding lead and 
eventually triumph by seven points.

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Foreign Delegate Speaks 
At Student Conference 

Phillip Asiodu, First Secretary for 
the Nigerian Delegation to the United 
Nations, was the guest speaker at a 
press conference held by the High 
School Council for v the United Nations 
on January 19, 1962. At the confer¬ 
ence, representatives from high 
schools in the New York City area 
asked Mr. Asiodu about his country's 
position on cold war problems. 

The first question presented to Mr. 
Asiodu was about the Cuban situation. 
He commented that Cuba has become 
a Marxist-Leninist state and he 
wished the United States would settle 
its difference with Cuba peacefully. 

When asked about the Congo situa¬ 
tion, Mr. Asiodu said that his country 
hoped that the Congo will eventually 
unite under one central government 
with an effective constitution to main- 
tain the law. He expressed his govern¬ 
ment's opinion of India's action of 
taking Goa from the Portuguese by 
pointing out that, though his govern¬ 
ment deeply regretted India’s action, 
it felt^that India was justified since 
Portugal refused to negotiate with 
India or 'do anything to better the 
conditions in Goa. Mr. Asiodu ended 
the conference by staging that Niger¬ 
ia welcomes the Peace Corps and his 
country finds them very useful. His 
country would like to see a more de¬ 
veloped and expanded Peace Corps 
that has experienced teachers and 
technicians. 


Former Tildenite Chosen 
To Head Housing Agency 

Mr. Milton Mollen, a graduate of Tilden High School, has been ap¬ 
pointed chairman of the City's Housing and Redevelopment Board by Mayor 
Wagner. The board is responsible for Federally aided urban renewal and 
for providing sites, mortgage money, tax abatement advice and supervision 
for middle income housing projects. 

Reflecting on the qualities of Mr. Mollen, Mayor Wagner stated that the 
new chairman was a recognized expert in housing, housing law, and was 
uniquely qualified to do the important job that needs to be done. 

Mr. Mollen graduated from Tilden in 1938. In 1942, he enlisted In the 
Army Air Corps. When he was released in 1945, he entered St. John's Uni¬ 
versity School of Commerce and attended its school of law. 

After graduation, Mr. Mollen spent two years in private practice before 
entering city government in 1952 as an assistant to the Corporation Council. 
Mr. Mollen is 42 years old and, before his appointment, practiced law in 
Brooklyn. 

Even though his job keeps him busy, he keeps fit by participating in 
sports such as basketball and baseball. Mr. Mollen also participates actively 
in civil affairs; he is a member of the Citizen's Housing and Planning Coun¬ 
sel. He also is president of the board of directors of the Brownsville Boys 
Club, chairman of the board of directors of the Municipal league of the 
B’nai B’rith, a coach for the fYouth Service League, and a member of the 
New York advisory board of the Anti-Defamation League. 

The successful career of Mr. Mollen should be an inspiration to all Til¬ 
denites and is another addition to the growing list of former graduates mak¬ 
ing their marks in the world.
